HER FOOLHARDY ACT 
HAD FATAL OUFCOME 


Woman Who Interfered With 
King's Horse Is Dead. 


Lo ndo n, Ju ne 9.—The m ilitant su f­ 
fragette, Miss Em ily W ilding Dav iso n, 
who was kno cked do wn and tram p led 
o n by King Geo rge’s race ho rse when 
she ru shed o n the track and interfered 
with the ru nning o f the Derby last 
W ednesday , died at the Ep so m co ttage 
ho sp ital Su nday afterno o n. 
She died 
w itho u t regaining co nscio u sness. 
It will nev er be definitely kno wn 
w hether Miss Dav iso n m ade a p articu ­ 
lar effo rt to interefere w ith the king’s 
ho rse o r w hether she sim p ly w anted 
to sp o il the race. 
It was the king’s 
ho rse, ho wev er, who hit her with his 
sho u lder and kno cked er do wn and 
tram p jled o n her. 
Jo nes, the jo ckey , 
was thro w n and badly hu rt, bu t is ex ­ 
p ected to be abo u t again in a few day s. 
The crazy act o f Miss Dav iso n was 
w itnessed by King Geo rge and Qu een 
Mary , who w ere in the ro y al bo x and 
w ere w atching the resu lt thro u gh their 
glasses. 
The wo man, who was thirty - 
fiv e y ears o f age, was well edu cated 
and had the degree o f B. A. 
She was 
o ne o f the m o st activ e o f the m ilitants 
and had been in p riso n fo r su ffrage 
o u trages no less than eight tim es. She 
was sentenced o nce fo r ho rsew hip p ing 
a B ap tist m inister who m she m isto o k 
fo r Dav id Llo y d-Geo rge.

W ashingto n, Ju ne 9.—Officers o f the 
arm y at W ashingto n and S ecretary o r 
W ar G arriso n hav e been m u ch grat­ 
ified by the resp o nse to the dep art­ 
m ent’s inv itatio n to co llege stu dent» 
to enter sp ecial cam p s to be estab­ 
lished fo r their benefit du ring the- 
fo rthco m ing v acatio n seaso n. 
One o f 
the cam p s will be at G etty sbu rg, Pa., 
and the o ther at the Presidio o f Mo n­ 
terey , Cal. 
The p lan is a decided inno v atio n no t 
m ly in the U nited States, bu t in all 
o ther arm ies. 
It o riginated w ith Gen­ 
eral Wo o d and was ap p ro v ed so m e 
weeks ago by S ecretary G arriso n. 
In 
v iew o f the late date a t which it w as 
deo tdsd to p u t the p lan into effect this 
summer the w ar dep artm ent is esp e­ 
cially p leased tha t ap p ro x im ately 5 00 
co llege stu dents will attend the tw o 
cam p s. 
The p lan fo r the encam p m ents a t 
w hish the co llege men will be tau g ht 
so me o f the ru dim ents o f m ilitary life 
was p resented to the co llege m en o f 
the east and w ent thro u gh the heads 
o f m o re than 100 institu tio ns selectsd. 
Fav o rable resp o nse has been receiv ed 
fro m the co llege p residents, m o st o f 
who m hav e giv en hearty aid to tho 
p lan. 
Sp eaking o f the Inno v atio n, S ecreta­ 
ry G arriso n said: 
“The o bject o f the 
su m m er cam p s fo r co llege stu dents is 
to giv e, in as co ncise a m anner as p o s­ 
sible in the sho rt tim e allo wed, the 
ru dim ents o f m ilitary training, thereby 
increasing the p resent inadeq u ate mil­ 
itary reserv e o f the U nited S tates by 
a class o f men fro m who m will be 
draw n in large m easu re the co mamnd- 
ing o fficers necessary in tim e o f a na­ 
tio nal em ergency .”
